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The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The applicant argues the prior art does not show or disclose: 1 ) retrieving the printing- 
related data from the memory component after the memory component has been removed from the printing device (see lines 22-24 of 
page 8 fo applicant's remarks); 2) utilizing the printing-related data for printing analysis (see lines 3 and 4 of page 9 of applicants 
remarks); 3) that printing-related data includes print media usage data (see lines 18-23 of page 9 of applicant's remarks); and 4) that 
print media usage data is not provided to the manufacturer (see lines 24-26 of page 12 of applicant's remarks). As per arguments 1 and 
2, the Examiner disagrees. Applegate teaches a method wherein a toner cartridge comprising a memory component is utilized within the 
printing device, removed, re-inserted in the device , and data is read from the memory component to determine if a printing operations 
should be allowed with using the re-inserted toner cartridge (see Applegate, paragraph bridging columns 6 and 7, wherein Applegate 
discloses a "lock-out condition). As per arguments 3 and 4, while Applegate only discloses toner material, as argued by the applicant, it 
is well known in that the generic term "media" as used in printing related arts includes any material consumable by the printer including 
but not limitied to paper, plastic, film, ink, and toner. Ito teaches the limitation of providing media usage data to the manufacturer (see 
lines 10-35 of column 15) 
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
